DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Chuck Close was seen on the Hamptons Subway 
traveling between Water Mill and Southampton 
on Friday afternoon. April Gornik was seen on 
the Sag Harbor platform on Thursday afternoon 
being congratulated by passersby. 


TSUNAMI WARNING, OOPS 

On Tuesday at 10 a.m., people throughout 
the Hamptons received an alert on their cell 
phones from the Weather Channel warning of a 
possible tsunami between 10:59 and 11:59 a.m. 
Many called 911 and were told it was a mistake. 
The cause of it took place in the control room 
here at Hamptons Subway headquarters when 
one of the trainees, attempting to order pizza, 
inadvertently pushed the wrong button on his 
computer. This flashed the tsunami warning 
throughout the subway system, which then got 
picked up by the Weather Channel. We regret 


the error. The intern was fired even before the 
tsunami warning went viral. No pizza arrived. 


CARBON CATCHER 

On Thursday, Subway riders noticed a crisp, 
clean smell as the trains went through the 
tunnels instead of the usual smoky, sooty smell 
that usually passes for air in there. Reporting 
it to headquarters, it was quickly found that 
maintenance man Billy Friendly in the Montauk 
Yards had been tinkering with a chemistry set 
while on duty and had found a way to chemically 
convert carbon particles into water by spraying 
the concoction on the engine radiators behind 
the grille fronts of all the trains, so the dirty air 
got cleaned as it was whooshing through. His 
chemistry set was taken away and he was fired 
for working on other things and tampering with 
subway equipment while on duty. 


THAT DELAY IN NOYAC 

An annoyances on the Subway is the screeching 
sound the train makes as it negotiates the sharp 
turn to get around and under Trout Pond in 
Noyac.

It 
should all be screened over by next Thursday. 
What a relief that will be.

Groundhog Day celebration had gotten loose. 
Police say that they arrived at the library at 
around 10:45 a.m. to witness a scene of chaos 
and destruction, and to find that the animal 
was still uncontained. “One of the problems 
was that what they were using wasn’t actually a 
groundhog,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “They had costumed a cat.” The 
feline in question was a large tomcat, according 
to Hirsch, and was apparently none too pleased 
to be dressed up like a groundhog. “If you’ve 
ever tried to dress up your cat, you know they 
usually don’t take kindly to it,” observes Hirsch.

The event’s organizers reported that 
the “groundhog” made its escape almost as 
soon as the carrier was opened, in the process 
badly clawing its owner and several children 
who had gathered to watch and who tried to 
help restrain the animal. It then proceeded to 
rampage throughout the children’s room of 
the library as several people gave chase. In 
several attempts to climb bookshelves to evade 
capture, the cat knocked piles of carefully 
sorted books to the library floor, creating an 
additional hazard for those trying to catch it. 
“In retrospect, they should have just let the 
cat find a hidey hole,” says Hirsch. “Because 
in the process of trying to corner it, they were 
knocking over display cases and making a huge 
mess.”

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Great Old Laws

hode Island has decided to attack old, 

obsolete and archaic laws that are taking 
up space in the rulebooks there—laws no longer 
necessary in the operation of the state. 

For example, there is a law, passed around 
1913, saying that when you are driving a car and 
want to pass, you have to shout or honk your 
horn. Don’t do it and an officer can get you fined 
$10. It’s not enforced today. 

Another law forbids testing the speed of your 


horse ona public highway. Not enforced today. 


Yet another law says you can be arrested if 
you serve as a second in a duel and one of the 
participants, as a result of that duel, is killed. 
Not enforced today. 

In the town of Barrington, Rhode Island, a law 
permits the citizens to haul two cartloads of 
seaweed a day off the beach, but those who are 
not citizens of Barrington are prohibited from 
doing so. Seaweed was used as house insulation 
back in the day. ; 

There is a law that says you can be arrested 
if you interfere with any torpedo testing that is 
done in the waters of the state of Rhode Island. 
This is not enforced today, but it is probably 


a good idea to keep it on the books in case 
torpedo testing starts up again. Such a thing 
took place during World War I and again World 
War Il. 

Here in Montauk, the Navy tested torpedoes 
during World War II in Fort Pond Bay. But | 
doubt there were any local laws passed about it. 
It seemed obvious to keep away from torpedoes 
in Fort Pond Bay. One day, an errant torpedo 
came up onto the beach of Fort Pond Bay near 
the dock in front of Duryea’s Lobster House and 
scared the daylights out of everybody. The late 
Perry Duryea Jr. told me about this years ago. 
He would have known. After it came up, the 
Navy came and got it and sent it back on the 
train to the factory in Queens to be rejiggered, 
he told me. 

There is only one old, archaic law in the 
Hamptons that I know of, but I am sure that 
anybody combing through all the ordinances 
in our towns could find others. The first settler 
in what became the Hamptons came here in 
1639. That doesn’t quite match Rhode Island’s 
1636, but it’s close. Here, during these winter 
months when town officials find they have 


‘some down time to rummage through the rule 


books, they might find (Continued on next page) 
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a gem or two. If they do, or if anyone else looks 
and finds one, they should pass it on to me at 
dan@danspapers.com. If I get enough, I'll write 
a story about our odd laws. 

The archaic law! know of is from Southampton 
Village and is called the “proper attire” 
ordinance. Basically it says you have to cover 
up your breasts and butt when you are in the 
village, except if you are within 500 feet of a 
body of water. I will reproduce the ordinance 
in its archaic grandeur shortly, but for the 
moment I would like to point out that when 
this ordinance was first proposed by the new 
and very proper summer residents around 
1900, there was apparently a considerable 
discussion about how it should be worded. 
The 500 feet was on the table. There should be 
that distinction so that people in bathing suits 
coming out of the water didn’t get a summons 
at that very instant. Perhaps 300 feet from the 
water would be okay? How about 800 feet? 
Should it just be for the ocean? What about 
swimming in the lake? The Village must have 
talked about it. There were three different parts 
to the ordinance. The vote was taken. 

I would also apprise you of the definition 
of a little-known word in these ordinances. It 
is a medical term. The word is “areola” and 
it describes the slightly different color of the 
outer portion of the nipple. 

“#82.14: No person shall appear in a public 
street in the Village of Southampton, New York, 
clothed or costumed in such a manner that the 
portion of his or her breast below the top of 


the areola is not covered with a fully opaque 
covering. #82.15: No person shall appear in a 
public street in said Village unless his or her 
buttocks and the private or intimate parts of 
his or her body are covered with a fully opaque 
covering. #82.12: No person shall appear in a 
public place in said village, clothed or costumed 
in a bathing suit, except within a distance of 
500 feet of a body of water, unless such bathing 
suit is completely covered with fully opaque 
outer clothing.” 

You will note that the ordinance applies to 
both men and women. 

Inthe summer of 2015, lwrotethat Dan’s Papers 
had partnered with the Village of Southampton 
to catch and ticket people for violating this 
law. Today, there are signs throughout the 
village noting the need for “proper attire.” 
The signs were there then. Near one such 
sign, not far from the Golden Pear, | reported 
that the Village set up a webcam to view the 
pedestrians and that Dan’s Papers would be 
streaming the video live on danspapers.com— 
and requested that the public watch and, if 
they saw a perp, grab a screenshot from the 
stream and email it to areola@dansites.com. As 
a result, | then reported, beginning on July 2, 
2015, a total of 87 people were identified, issued 
summonses and required to pay the $175 fine 
(they could have been fined $1,000 and spent 
up to 15 days in jail), and15% of this money was 
then paid as a bounty to the person sending 
in the photo and an additional 5% to the 
person identified. 


And then, around August 6, the webcam was 
vandalized. It was never replaced. Well, it was a 
nice hoax, and we had a little fun with it in the 


paper, anyway. 

Basically it says you have to cover 
up your breasts and butt when you 
are in the village, except if you are 
within 500 feet of a body of water. 


As for Rhode Island, the law that would 
eliminate the old ordinances there is not 
yet in force. It is a bill, however. Indeed, it is 
five bills. Sponsored by House Majority Whip 
John Edwards, four of the bills specifically 
identify the ordinances in place that I’ve 
mentioned at the start of this article. And the 
fifth sets up a committee with the General 
Assembly called the “Joint Committee of 
the Repealer,” which would consist of three 
members from the Senate and three from the 
House to recommend laws that ought to be 
repealed either by executive order from the 
Governor or by consideration of both chambers 
at the start of each year. 

Ah, paperwork and more stuff to do. 

If passed, I expect that someday some 
liberal group in Rhode Island will order the 
repeal of the Joint Committee of the Repealer 
as something ripe for repealing for being 
completely unnecessary. &

An Opportunity for a Pocket Park in the Center of Town

| eae week, the Town of East Hampton 
.4purchased the former Swamp nightclub, 
a one-acre property on the north side of 
the Montauk Highway in Wainscott, for about 
$2.1 million. The property has been abandoned 
for about 10 years. The building on it, which had 
housed the nightspot known as The Swamp, 
will be knocked down. The property is to 
be preserved as open space. Perhaps a mini- 
park with a bench or two will result. The 
commercial center of Wainscott could use 
a park like that. As it happens, a nonprofit 
environmental group, called the Friends of 
Georgica Pond Foundation, contributed 
$300,000 toward the purchase. 

At the time this sale was taking place, I was 
visiting family in California and touring the 
town of Sonoma. This is a historic town, and 
in the center of its bustling downtown there is 
a mini-park where, in the back, you can visit a 
barracks building built when the Mexican Army 


kept order in this town. In the front there are 
photos and displays involving the history of 
Sonoma and how the Americans came to take 
over. You can walk around or sit on benches. 
The mini-park occupies about a half-acre, just 
as the one in Wainscott will. 

This got me thinking about the possibility of 
a similar sort of facility in downtown Montauk. 
There is a parcel of waterfront land on Main 
Street that faces out onto Main Street on one 
side and onto Fort Pond on the other. It has 
a particularly checkered history—it was the 
site of two abandoned buildings a builder left 
to rot for more than a half a century—to get 
back at “the people of Montauk,” as the builder 
told me when he left town 60 years ago. He 
hated Montauk for what it had done to him, 
he said. With this man now gone, it would be 
no small comfort to the town to transform this 
property into a waterfront mini-park for the 
general public. People walk by this place. And 
as it happens, one half of it is now the last open 
parcel of property on the pond where you can 


see, from Main Street in the center of town, 
through to the pond just a 150 feet away. Yet 
because of the foliage, no one knows this. And 
it remains undeveloped. 

When I started Dan’s Papers in Montauk 
in 1960, I made a sales kit and went to every 
business in town that spring to try to sell them 
advertising. At this location, just to the west 
of what today is the miniature golf course 
called Puff ’n’ Putt, I met a man who had just 
completed two small buildings on this property. 
There was a sign. It said Montauk Taxi. He and 
his family would live in one building and the 
taxicabs would be serviced from the other. He 
bought an ad. Later that week, I sold an ad to 
a second taxi company, Windsor Taxi. The two 
then ran near to each other all summer. 

The next spring I went back to Montauk Taxi 
to renew first, and he was there packing up one 
of his cars. He asked if I would still be selling 
Windsor Taxi an ad. | said I was obliged to do 
so, and he told me to get out. He was leaving 
town. People who (Continued on next page) 
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needed cabs back then came to town by rail. 
For this new year, Windsor Taxi had a contract 
with the Long Island Rail Road to be their onsite 
taxi company. 

When the Montauk Taxi owner had gone 
to get his own contract, he was told by the 
railroad that their contract with Windsor was 
exclusive. You can take the people of this town, 
he said to me, and shove it. Now get out. And 
this building will rot here. I will abandon it. For 
as long as | live. Let it be a message to the town 
to remind them of what they’ve done to me. 
Now get out. And I did. 


Some of the proposed mini-park is 
wetlands. The boardwalk could be 
on pilings. It could pass above the 
wetlands, show it off and respect it. 


You don’t forget being spoken to like that. 
And for the next 60 years, those two buildings 
sat, windows broken, roof falling in. And we all 
had to look at them. 

Montauk grew up around them. The Puff ’n’ 
Putt came. A gas station came and became the 
7-Eleven. All of these were to the west of the 
site. John’s Drive-In came to the east, and now 
you know where this is. People walk by it from 
John’s to the 7-Eleven all the time. They don’t 
even notice it. 

That angry man died. In recent years his 
descendants sold the property to a local 


builder who patiently restored the two 
buildings. To get approval to occupy them, 
he had to agree to cut his parcel in two. The 
eastern half, where the old buildings were, 
could be built upon. The western half, which 
was open space, could not be built upon. 
And it is this western half, which remains 
undeveloped today, that I believe could play an 
important role in the further development of 
downtown Montauk. 

From the center of downtown Montauk on 
the north side of Main Street, you walk west 
along the sidewalk past the bike rental and 
hardware store, past the pancake house and 
the Marshall’s Oil gas station and then off to 
John’s Drive-In and further down past this 
property to the Puff ’n’ Putt and the 7-Eleven. 
A quarter-mile away from the center of town 
in this direction is Kirk Park, which does face 
out to Fort Pond. But it is too far away from the 
general downtown foot traffic. 

Here, as you pass John’s Drive-In and the 
gas station, you would come upon these two 
restored buildings—one for rent and the other 
a law office—and then there would be this 
pocket park. 

Along one side, where it abuts Puff ’n’ Putt, 
the town would put up a wooden fence upon 
which would be photos and explanations of 
the remarkable history of Montauk—from the 
Lighthouse that George Washington ordered 
to the Montaukett Indians, to Teddy Roosevelt 
and the Rough Riders to the dirigibles that 
people tried to fly across the Atlantic, to the 
fishing village and the Carl Fisher development 
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that failed and the currently abandoned military 
facilities out of town that some believe housed 
a secret government time-travel project. 

The wall would be sheltered from the weather 
with a half-roof, the walkway along it would 
be a wooden boardwalk eight-feet wide with 
benches along it going from the sidewalk to the 
pond, and at the end there would be a seating 
area to watch sunsets. It would be left wild to its 
east the whole way so foliage would separate it 
from the two buildings. 

Visually, you would come upon it as you 
strolled west from town. You wouldn’t see it as 
you come east—the fence and the Puff ’n’ Putt 
would block it. But for strollers the other way 
it would serve as a preview for the pathways 
through Kirk Park to the wooden floating 
pavilion in the pond that is further on out of 
town. Just keep walking down the sidewalk. 

As it happens, most of our visitors to Montauk 
are unaware of the remarkable history this 
town has. To know it is to respect it. Montauk is 
not just a place to have fun and leave. 

Some of the proposed mini-park is wetlands. 
The boardwalk could be on pilings. It could pass 
above the wetlands, show it off and respect it 
at the same time. Of course, the owner of the 
buildings would have to agree to be involved. 
Perhaps the Town could offer to lease this 
unbuildable parcel for 100 years. 

I have spoken to Marguerite Wolffsohn, who 
is the Planning Director for East Hampton Town. 
She thought this idea had merit and offered 
to speak to Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc 
about it. g&. 
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The Wind Farm 


Studying Every Possible Problem, But Nothing About Penguins

W ithout a doubt, the best plan to provide 
: energy for everybody on the South Fork 
is the proposed turbine farm of windmills that 
the firm Deepwater Wind hopes to build some 
30 miles out to sea from Montauk. Nobody 
would see the windmills from shore. The wind 
would blow and the blades would turn and, as a 
result, through a cable that would come ashore 
on an ocean beach in the Hamptons, just about 
every home in the Hamptons—50,000—would 
get their power directly from the wind that 
drives these 15 windmills. 

And there is a precedent for this. Deepwater 
Wind has been providing electricity from its five 
windmills out in the ocean off Block Island for 
nearly a year. The homes of all 1,500 residents 
of Block Island are now powered by wind, 
with some power left over for Narragansett, 
Rhode Island on the mainland. This Block 
Island windfarm is the first operating offshore 
windfarm in America. The one for the East End 
would be the second. 

These windmill farms are important for 
another reason. The other “free” source of 
power is solar. But our President has just 
slapped an import tax on solar panels from 
China, where a vast majority of the panels in 
America come from. The cost of panels will, 
by that one-stroke, increase by 30% almost 
immediately. Solar becomes less competitive. 
Wind power moves to the forefront. 


At this stage, officials of Deepwater Wind 
are holding meeting after meeting with various 
local groups of people looking for assurances 
that their little patch of the Hamptons will not 
be disturbed. The fishermen want to know 
how the windfarm will protect the fish. The 
lobstermen want to know how the windfarm 
will protect the lobsters. The environmentalists 
want to know how the little piping plovers will 
fare. Meanwhile, those in the tourist industry 
want to be reassured the windmills really will 


be out of sight from the shore—even if you 


jump up and down. And realtors want to know 
how the cable will affect house sales. And then 
there are the driftwood and shell collectors 
who walk the beaches. Will the cable really be 
10 feet underground? What’s this stuff about 
magnetic energy it will give off? Could it hurt 
their feet? Will it affect cellphone signals? 

The officials from Deepwater, with their 
successful project at Block Island 50 miles 
away from us to point to, really can answer the 
questions. They did studies before Block Island 
went live on lobsters, seagulls and other birds, 
and even on bats. They’re in the middle of a six- 
year fisheries study for Block Island. It started 
two years before windmill operation began 
there, and is halfway through another four-year 
go-forward study. There’s been nothing bad 
to report so far. They’ve written reports on 
navigational impacts, socioeconomic impacts 
and impacts on historic properties, wetland 
areas and sea turtles. During construction off 


Block Island, they paused in the work so that 
the endangered North Atlantic right whales 
could come through in their annual spring swim 
up the coast toward Maine. And they did it 
again in the fall when the pregnant mothers all 
return south to spawn off Georgia. 

At this point, Deepwater Wind is looking 
for a place along the shore where their cable 
bringing the electricity would make landfall. 
They are proposing that the cable come ashore 
at a town-owned stretch of beach in Wainscott. 
From here it would snuggle 10 feet underground 
up to the LIPA power station on Buell’s Lane, 
where the juice would be delivered into the 
power grid. 

The cable’s wind power would be sufficient 
to reduce and then virtually terminate the need 
for fossil fuels there, and everywhere else here. 
They say this location is the best because the 
distance to the station is relatively short. There 
are other locations they are considering, but 
this this is their first choice, and they have 
asked the town to give them a conditional 
approval on the site so that upcoming studies 
can be based on distributing the electricity to 
the rest of the area from that location. 

The town is playing chicken and the egg with 
this. Can’t you do the studies and THEN come 
back to ask for the approval, they want to know? 
No, they cannot. The studies take years. They 
cost a lot. There was a time when Narragansett 
said okay to one place at the shore then 
changed its mind. So (Continued on next page)

they had to do that study all over again. 

I know all these studies are necessary, and | 
guess we have to go through them, but really, 
this is looking a gift horse in the mouth. It could 
go on and on. 

I have three questions I would like them to 
address. One is about the future availability 
of the wind. Yes, it blows. But if they put up 
enough windmills to provide power to the 
entire island, not just the 50,000 homes on the 
East End, you’d be looking at 1,500 windmills, 
not just 15 windmills. Now, if you are in a 


sailboat and come in behind another sailboat, 
you get your wind cut off and you slow down 
and come to a halt. Wouldn’t that happen 
to our 15 little windmills from the arrival of 
1,485 newer windmills coming in from behind? 
I know that Deepwater has a contingency plan 
if, 30 years from’ now, the wind farm gets all 
worn out and has to be taken down, but what 
does Deepwater have in mind for our little 
15 windmills? Can you move them further off so 
we get the first wind coming in? We were here 
first, after all.

My second question concerns the strength of 
the cable. The officials say that the cable will be 
18 inches in diameter—this seems like quite a 
big cable, about the size of a tree trunk. Would 
fishermen’s 4x4 pickups be able to get around 
it in a storm? Would you get a shock if you 
stepped on it? Deepwater Wind Vice President 
Clint Plummer said, “This is a relatively small 
cable,” and that a cable coming ashore at Jones 
Beach is five times as thick. Cables have been 
landing for years, he noted, and none have been 
a problem for humans or fish. 

And what’s the kind of covering on the cable? 
Surely they are not leaving it just a big thick 
sizzling piece of third-rail metal. Perhaps the 
covering could have paintings of other fish on 
it, so to encourage the real fish to make more 
fish. You could paint every kind of fish. It might 
even be an amusement for three-year-olds if it 
got exposed. 

And then there is the third thing. We’ve had 
this rough weather, and they say it’s getting 
worse. Plummer mentioned the really thick 
cable at Jones Beach (that would make it 
95 inches thick!). Has there been a study done 
about all these cables coming ashore along our 
coasts—there must be hundreds of them—and 
how, along with the bridges and tunnels, they 
are helping to keep Long Island all battened 
down and secure enough to not start rocking 
in the sea and begin drifting off from the 
mainland? It could happen. 

So what would be the impact of adding this 
big tree-trunk-sized cable to all this? Have they 
studied that? £&

fter long, successful separate careers: in a 
variety of sub-genres of country and pop music, 
Shelby Lynne and Allison Moorer are finally hitting 
the road as a sister act. That’s right: you can’t tell 
by their names, but Lynne and Moorer are actually 
sisters, and they’ve recently come together to record 
and perform as a duo for the first time. The two will 
roll into Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 
on February 16 at 8 p.m. for a special night of duets. 
The show is part of the sisters’ tour in support of 
their new record Not Dark Yet, a heartfelt collection 
featuring mainly covers of songs originally recorded 
by such artists as Merle Haggard, Nick Cave, 
Townes Van Zandt and Nirvana. The title track, 
“Not Dark Yet,” is by that pioneer of country 
crossover Bob Dylan. According to Moorer, she and 
her sister chose the songs on the album to reflect 
their own relationship. 

“We both started throwing things on the pile,” 
says Moorer. “We were looking for what made sense, 
what told a story.” Some of the songs on the record 
are songs the two grew up singing together—Merle 
Haggard’s classic “Silver Wings,” for example. “We 
grew up knowing that song, so that was a natural.” 

While they grew up together near Mobile, 
Alabama—they fondly recall learning to harmonize 
with one another in the backseat of their mother’s 
car—a terrible tragedy led to the dissolution of their 
family, and as teenagers Lynne and. Moorer largely 
went their separate ways. But since each is a talented 


singer and songwriter in her own right, both sisters 
wound up with solo careers in Nashville. Lynne’s 
big breakthrough came with her crossover album, 
1999’s 1 Am Shelby Lynne, which featured such radio 
favorites as “Leavin’” and “Gotta Get Back.” Later, 
Lynne recorded “Just a Little Lovin’,” a bestselling 
tribute to Dusty Springfield. Meanwhile, Moorer 
gravitated toward the alt-country side of Nashville, 
landing numerous songs in prominent Hollywood 
films. Her song “A Soft Place to Fall,” featured in 
the film The Horse Whisperer, was nominated for an 
Academy Award, and Moorer performed it during the 
1999 Oscars ceremony. 

For Not Dark Yet, the sisters adopted a very direct 
approach. “There are no overdubs on the record,” 
says Moorer. “We sat facing each other and sang 
the songs live.” That “unplugged” vibe is carried 
into the arrangements, which feature beautiful low- 
key acoustic sounds, allowing the sisters’ matched 
voices to shine through. 

At WHBPAC, Lynne and Moorer will be showcasing 
the record. “We do the record in its entirety, in 
sequence,” says Moorer. “But the arrangements 
have evolved on the road—we bring new things to 
the songs. Playing live is organic that way.” After 
showcasing the record, the pair follow with a set of 
favorites from their individual song catalogs. 

Perhaps the most unusual cover on Not Dark Yet 
is the song “Lithium,” written by Kurt Cobain and 
originally recorded by Nirvana. You might think that 
its inclusion on the record and in concerts would 
surprise both fans of Lynne and Moorer and fans

of Nirvana, but Moorer doesn’t buy it. “We’re not 
steeped in country music,” says Moorer. “We're 
a lot broader than that.” The song “really grew 
and changed” in their arrangement, says Moorer— 
changed not the least by the addition of a harmony 
vocal line. “It becomes one voice,” says Moorer. 

Of course, that’s one of the appeals of a sister act. 
The promise of multiple voices sounding as one—a 
blend that can really only be achieved when singers 
share the same genetics. And now, after years of 
creating and performing on their own, Lynne and 
Moorer have come together to treat their fans 
to that blend. And they’re bringing that blend to 
Westhampton Beach—catch it while you can. fi

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The Manor at 367 Years and at 5 Years

on’t read East Hamptonite Mac Griswold’s 

2013 masterwork The Manor because February 
is Black History Month. Read it because every 
month is Black History Month in America. Griswold’s 
exhaustively researched tome traces the rich 
history of Sylvester Manor on Shelter Island, aka 
Manhansucke Ahaquatzuwamocke, “island sheltered 
by islands.” Established in 1651, the holding that 
surrounds the 1737 Georgian manor house, relied on 
slave labor to maintain the property for 159 years of 
its history. 

As Griswold explains, in the early 17th century, 
European diseases, violence and encroachment 
had already reduced the Amerindian population by 
90%, so when merchant factor Nathaniel Sylvester 
took over all 8,000 acres of Shelter Island, his

reliance on enslaved Africans began immediately. 

The trading and export of captives of war as slaves 
had been common practice for centuries. This was 
a lucrative enterprise along Africa’s west coast. In 
addition to Africans, Native Americans were also 
enslaved to make (future) America great back then. 
Many were sent to sugar plantations. 

The “triangular trade” of British products sent 
to West Africa and exchanged for slaves, who were 
shipped to the West Indies and exchanged for sugar, 
rum, molasses and ginger, is a gross simplification. 
It’s more like a cat’s cradle of ship routes plying the 
sea for months at a stretch, while under constant 
threat of storms, disease and revolt. Griswold does a 
remarkable job of painting a picture of this time and 
its pressures, complete with period diagrams, maps 
and images. 

She doesn’t just bring the era alive with the

sights, smells and sufferings of the times, Griswold 
brings to life its main characters. The many details 
she blends together suggest personality traits. 
Nathaniel and his wife Grizzell converted to then- 
outlawed Quakerism—which demonized the owning 
of slaves—in 1657. But they never stopped using 
slave labor and their descendants continued to 
own slaves on Shelter Island until 1810. Excerpts 
from letters, wills and other legal documents have 
been tellingly arranged to reveal how the Sylvesters 
navigated being renowned for the freedom and 
protection they offered fellow Quakers while 
simultaneously keeping slaves. 

Readers may be surprised that Griswold’s book 
shares her hypothesis on whether the Sylvesters 
had sex before marriage. Turns out there was an 
appointed “time of longing” and very little privacy— 
even in the bedchamber—in the 17th century. You’re 
probably aware that the prescribed method to dodge 
the bubonic plague was to avoid washing, but 
Griswold’s personalized take on this bodily angle 
really hits home. The reader is forced to wonder 
how anyone survived this period, especially the 
malnourished, inadequately clad underclasses. 

Nathaniel Sylvester’s main objective was to raise 
livestock and staple crops and to produce sound 
barrels in which he could ship these supplies to feed 
the slaves on his brother Constant’s sugar plantation 
on Barbados. Apparently, Nathaniel excelled at this, 
even as he spent much of his time at sea. Nathaniel 
expanded his family holdings to own properties 
in areas surrounding Shelter Island. He was also 
engaged in shipping myriad goods such as wine, 
fruit, salt and, yes, slaves to various ports. 

Griswold notes that Sylvester Manor “is the only 
former slaveholder’s plantation north of the Mason- 
Dixon line that still exists with papers, architecture 
and landscape all in place to tell its story. The 
property remains in the hands of the 11th generation 
of the European colonists who settled there in 1651.” 
But pulling all of that history together in an engaging 
narrative was a tall order that took this cultural 
landscape historian nearly two decades to realize, 
with help from Sylvester Manor’s owners, a team of 
archeologists from the University of Massachusetts, 
the Shelter Island Historical Society and many others. 
The Manor itself is now a nonprofit, educational farm 
of 243 acres, which is open to the public during the 
warmer months. fi 

Griswold is also author of Washington’s Gardens at 
Mount Vernon; Pleasure of the Garden: Images from 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and The Golden Age 
of American Gardens 1890-1940, with Eleanor Weller.

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Just Desserts: Jim Dreeben’s Sweet Tooth 


hen it comes to dining, Jim Dreeben, former 

owner of Peconic Paddler in Riverhead and 
current foodie, knows where it’s at. So we asked him 
for some sweet suggestions for indulging around the 
East End. 


Dreeben’s a sucker for sweets, such as dessert 
after a delicious meal at a nice restaurant. One of 
his favorite desserts is a hot fudge sundae at Rumba 
in Hampton Bays; it is to-die-for, and big enough to 
share. It’s made with homemade Belgian fudge and 
comes with a side of extra sauce. 


The baklava at Hellenic Snack Bar in East 
Marion is the best he’s ever eaten. Dreeben 
recommends asking George for a side of sauce. 
Wash it down with Hellenic’s signature frothy 
lemonade or Greek coffee. Other Hellenic 
delicious desserts include gluten-free ravani and 
lemon squares. 


Stone Creek Inn in East Quogue offers chocolate 
mousse for dessert. It’s so unbelievably good that 
you might order two of them. (It may be included 
in the annual prix fixe deal if you go during 
Restaurant Week.) 


Sarikopa by the traffic circle (soon to be an oval), 
on Riverleigh Avenue, outside of Riverhead, bakes 
its own Morning Glory Muffins every day. They 
are best eaten as dessert after a healthful, organic 
lunch or omelet, or with tea. They have 53 teas to 
choose from. 


Sip’n Soda in Southampton makes the best and 
biggest banana split with three scoops of ice cream, 
wet walnuts or butterscotch topping and a cherry. 
It’s Dreeben’s chosen dessert after a turkey burger. 


Apple crumb cake at Wisla Deli in Riverhead 
isa must-have dessert after a lunch of 
sauerkraut, kielbasa and stuffed cabbage. (it’s 
a Polish deli.) This cake and other fresh pastries 
are on a shelf behind the counter. They custom- 
cut it by the square inch and charge by 
the pound. 


Snowflake Ice Cream Shoppe in Riverhead makes 
only desserts, dozens of different ones. Dreeben’s 
favorite: Hot Fudge Peconic River Swamp Sundae 
with the works, including brownies. 


Papa Nick’s (or Star Confectionery) on the corner 
of East Main Street and Roanoke Avenue in downtown 
Riverhead has coconut and rum raisin ice cream, 
and other great flavors. You can order any flavor 
in a Sundae or a shake. Dreeben orders his 
favorite after a delicious BLT on whole-wheat 
toast with a pickle. (They also serve chocolate 
chip pancakes...) 


Blue Duck Bakery has a few locations. Dreeben 
goes to the Riverhead branch for fresh-baked 
cookies, whicn he takes home and tops off with 
Baskin-Robbins Peanut Butter ’n Chocolate or French 
vanilla ice cream from Dunkin’ Donuts. Blue Duck 
bakes a ton of desserts fresh every day. .§
